1 . THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION IS PROVIDED ACCORDING TO THE 
FORMAT PRESCRIBED BY REFTEL. 

2. A. GENERAL SITUATION AND DEVELOPMENTS 

ILLICIT NARCOTICS SITUATION. DRUG USE APPEARS TO BE 
STILL INCREASING WITHIN INDONSIA AND LARGER QUANTITIES OF 
OPIUM AND HEROIN ARE BEING CHANNELED INTO OR THROUGH THE 
COUNTRY. REPORTS INDICATE THAT HEROIN TRANSITING INDONESIA 
IS PRIMARILY ROUTED TO AUSTRALIA AND EUROPE. INTELLIGENCE 
ESTIMATES SAY THERE IS INCREASED POTENTIAL FOR INDONESIA'S 
ROLE AS A TRANSIT COUNTRY AND/OR A PRODUCER OF OPIUM AND 
HEROIN. WHILE GOI EFFORTS TO REDUCE THIS POTENTIAL ARE 
LIMITED BY THE LACT OF EXPERTISE, FUNDS AND EQUIPMENT, THE 

GOVERNMENT HAS DEVELOPED PLANS FOR ASSIGNING, TRAINING AND 
EQUIPPING ADDITIONAL OFFICERS OT STRENGTHEN ITS ENFORCE- 
MENT CAPABILITY. 
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3. INC PROGRAM STATUS. TWO BILATERAL NARCOTICS CONTROL 
PROGRAM AGREEMENTS CONTINUED IN EFFECT DURING THE REPORTING 
PERIOD. THE ENFORCEMENT PROJECT IS PROVIDING TELECOMMUNICA- 
TIONS EQUIPMENT AND MOTORCYCLES, WHILE THE TREATMENT/ 
REHABILITATION PROJECT PROVIDES TRAINING, TRAINING AIDS, AND 
AN ON-SITE PROFESSIONAL ASSESSMENT OF THE EXTENT AND NATURE 
OF THE INDONESIAN DRUG PROBLEM. 
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4. HOST GOVERNMENT COOPERATION AND CAPABILITIES. COOPERA- 
TION BETWEEN INDONESIAN OFFICIALS IN THE NARCOTICS CONTROL 
FIELD AND U.S. MISSION OFFICERS HAS BECOME INCREASINGLY CLOSE 
AND EFFECTIVE. U.S. ASSISTANCE IS APPRECIATED AND WELL USED. 

THE GOVERNMENT OF INDONESIA'S COMMITMENT AND OVERALL POLICY 
IS CONSIDERED SINCERE, BUT IT IS LIMITED IN PRACTICE THROUGH 
LACK OF EXPERTISE IN THE FIELD OF NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT AND 
THE SHORTAGE OF FUNDS AND EQUIPMENT. 

5. SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENTS. 

A) DURING A BILATERAL INTELLIGENCE PROBE IN LATE 1977 
SIX OPIUM DENS WERE DISCOVERED IN JAKARTA. 

B) IN JANUARY 1978 INDONESIAN POLICE ARRESTED AN AMERICAN 
CITIZEN IDENTIFIED BY AUSTRALIAN AUTHORITIES AS A SOURCE OF 
SUPPLY FOR HEROIN TO AUSTRALIA. 

C) INDONESIAN NATIONAL POLICE CONDUCTED A THREE-MONTH 
NARCOTICS INVESTIGATION SCHOOL FOR COMMISSIONED POLICE 
OFFICERS AT THE NATIONAL POLICE TRANINING CENER IN JAKARTA. 

A DEA OFICER PARTICIPATED IN THE TRAINING. 

D) IN FEBRUARY THE DRUG DEPENDENCE INSTITUTE(DDI) 

HELD A FOUR -DAY UPGRAING WORKSHOP FORFIFTY JAKARTA PUB- 
LIC HEALTH CLINIC DOCTORS ON NARCOTICS TREATMENT, REHAGILI- 
TATION AND PREVENTIO. THE WORKSHOP WAS CONDUCTED BY SEV- 
ERAL DDI DOCTORS WHO HAVE RECEIVED TRAINING UNDER OUR ASSIS- 
TANCE PROGRAM. 
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E. THE JAKARTA METROPOLITAN HEALTH DEPARTMENT SPONSORED 
A NARCOTICS WEEK IN FEBRUARY TO PUBLICIZE INFORMATION ON 
DRUG ABUSE AND TREATMENT/REHABILITATION. DDI DOCTORS ASSISTED 
IN THIS PROMOTION.
